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LOREN L. BOILER, II, 4900 Lurline Street, New Orleans, 
Louisiana, advised on November 27, 1963, that he observed LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD passing out handbills on August 8, 1963, at the 
corner of Canal and Bourbon Streets, New Orleans, Louisiana. 
BUTLER advised that these handbills expressed pro-Castro 
statements and demanded a "hands off Cuba Policy". 

BUTLER stated that he was not acquainted with OSWALD 
but attempted to strike up a conversation with him by saying, 
"How's business?" OSWALD'S response was unintelligible and 
he appeared irritated. EOTLER stated that he did not pursue 
his effort to strike up a conversation and left thinking that 
OSWALD was a "nut". On the following day, August 9, 1963, 
BUTLER read in the newspaper that the same person had been 
arrested by the New Orleans Police Department. 

BUTLER advised that he has no other information 
concerning OSWALD, Ijiis associates, or his activities. 
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Here sgoin we hove an FBI agent not one of those active in the 
investigation slipping up and reporting whot won not of interest to the 
FBI end the domnianion* whit the * port ignore:, and wh'it does not now 
stand alone, distributions on dates others th n those officially gone 
into and in a location designed to bait Jarloo Brincuicr* 

Assuming Butler to te correct - and the report is neither 
indefinite nor evasive - here Oswald was passing out his material the 
day before he was arrested end very close to Bringuier’s store, where 
’'ubana had the bout chance to spot him, where others also reported 
eeelng him (for example, Brian Ampolak). This is also consistent with 
what ^rs* -^lise lemiglic, hood of ‘-'ubsn Catholic ^elief told ne, that 
f^r three days prior to the arrest "'uhnns regularly con lotned to h<?r 
of such anti-Castro propagandizing in that area. 

This, in turn, is consistent with an effort by Cswald to attract 
exactly the kind of attention ho did achieve, with bringuier’s help, 

Vhot is inconsistent with ruch onmphle tee ring is Butler’s 
statement that Oswald would not strike up a conversation* ^his could be 
attributed to Butler’s manner* It Is not consistent with the lengthy 
conversation Oswald brt d that day of the one before with Brian Ampolak* 
ith unpolak, "swald 9eened quite willing to engage in evun detailed 
personal conversation* 

A gain, this report, like so ^nny, lacks the obvious* For 
example, identification of the pictures of Oswald picketing, whether or 
not he woa ecco ipenied, etc*
